With respect to the retention by a prisoner 
of the possession of any books, papers, or 
documents in his possession at the time of 
his arrest, and which may not be required 
for evidence against him, and are not rea- 
sonably suspected of forming part of pro- 
perty improperly acquired by him, or are 
not for some special reason required to be 
taken from him for the purposes of justice; 

(2.) With respect to communications between 
a prisoner, his solicitor, and- friends, so as 
to secure to such prisoner as unrestricted 
and private communication between him,

of Properties required to be taken for the 
purposes of the Street, and which Clause 
would inflict‘ a very serious loss upon the 
Ratepayers.

I am happy to be able to release you from your 
attendance in Parliament.

further defined in a communication which I caused

I shall not fail to use My best efforts, when a 
suitable opportunity occurs, for the restoration of 
Peace, on terms compatible with the honour of the 
belligerents, and with the general safety and wel- 
fare of other Nations. a

My Empire should be assailed or endangered,. I 
should confidently rely on your help to vindicate 
and maintain them. 

The apprehensions of a serious famine in South- 
ern India, which I communicated to you at the 
opening of the Session, have, I grieve to say, been 
fully verified. ‘The visitation. which has fallen 
upon My subjects in Madras and Bombay, and 
upon the people of Mysore, has been of extreme 
severity, and its duration is likely to be prolonged. 
No exertion will be wanted on the part of My Jn- 
dian Government to mitigate this terrible calamity. 

The Proclamation of My Sovereignty in the 
Transvaal has been received throughout the Pro- 
vince with enthusiasm. It has also been accepted 
with marked satisfaction by the Native Chiefs and 
tribes; and the War, which threatened in its pro- 
gress to compromise the safety of My subjects in 
South Africa, is happily brought to a close. 

I trust that the measure which has been passed, 
to enable the Luropean communities of South Africa 
to unite upon such terms as may be agreed on, 
will be the means of preventing the recurrence of 
similar dangers, and will increase and consolidate 
the prosperity of this important part of My Domi- 
nions.

I thank you for the liberal Supplies which you

I have issued a Royal Warrant to give effect to 
the provision which you have made for ensuring
